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FRANCE: First Election Results 


— — The results of the first round of the French leais 

ia^ve election on Sunday clearly disappointed the Socialist 
Party, whvoh showed less strength than opinion polls had lei 
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it to expeat. The official results , based on returns from all 
but one of the 491 districts 3 show the alliance of Communists , 
Socialists j and Left Radicals with 45.1 percent t other leftist 
parties with 4.4 percent } the center-right with 48.4 percent s 
and the ecologists at S D 1 percent. Even if a portion of the 
ecologists' vote is allocated to the Left , the alliance's 
tally rises to gust over 50 percent — far from the decisive 
mandate it had hoped to obtain. 


The parties of the leftist alliance quickly agreed 
at a summit last night to defer in the second round to the 
best-placed leftist candidate in each district. The three 
parties also agreed on joint campaign appearances this week 
and on "the main points" of a governing program. The Socialists 
and Communists, however, have been blaming each other for the 
Left's failure to make a better showing. 


The Socialists' share of the vote, 22.5 percent, was 
an increase of about four points over their performance in 
1973 and they came close to winning the 7 million votes they 
had set as their goal. The Communists, with 20.5 percent, 
dropped a position against the Socialists . 


The parties of the present governing coalition are 
more confident than they had been for some time, but party 
leaders have commented in guardedly optimistic terms in order 
to keep their supporters from relaxing before the second 
round. "Nothing is lost," observed Prime Minister Barre, "but 
nothing is yet won." The coalition parties will probably co- 
operate well for the second round — nine out of every 10 of 
their voters say they will switch their vote to the better- 
placed candidate on the second ballot. 


1 Although there was some shift in the relative strengths 
of the center-right parties— the Gaullists polled 22.6 percent 
to 23.9 for the Giscardian groups — the Gaullists remain the 
largest single party in the government and in the nation. On 
election night, Gaullist leader Jacques Chirac hastened to note 
that his party polled double that of the Republicans and claimed 
that the Gaullists were primarily respqnsible for stemming the 
drift to the left.
